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Traffic wardens suffer torrent 
of violence and racist abuse with 
17 attacks in past three months

HARINGEY’S parking wardens have been 
threatened with knives, physically assaulted 
and racially insulted during a spate of vio¬ 
lent attacks in recent weeks. 

Haringey Council has pledged to take legal action 
against any aggressive behaviour toward staff after

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there were 17 such attacks in 
the past three months. A pho¬ 
tograph was released this 
week showing the injuries 
sustained by a parking 
attendant when he was 
viciously kicked after issuing 
a ticket in Wood Green. He 
had to receive hospital treat¬ 
ment and take a week off 
work after the attack at the 
end of July.

Councillor Brian Haley, 
cabinet member for environ¬ 
ment and conservation at 
Haringey Council, vowed to 
prosecute anyone assaulting 
council employees going 
about their everyday work. 

He said: “Only this week¬ 
end we had attendants escape 
serious injury when a brick 
was thrown through the back 
window of their vehicle while 
they were sitting in it. 

“We will protect our staff 
and will prosecute anyone 
who assaults them as they go 
about their lawful business. 
Some of the attacks against 
our staff have involved seri¬ 
ous physical violence, kni ves 
and racial abuse. Clearly this 
is not acceptable. 

“Nobody likes to get a 
parking ticket but the way to 
avoid that is to park legally. 

“If anyone wants to dispute 
their ticket, then the appeals 
process is well documented 
on the ticket. We cannot have 
innocent staff attacked in 
this manner.”

The pledge comes after the 
recent prosecution of a man 
who seriously assaulted a 
parking attendant, kicking 
him after he was handed 
a ticket. 

Ardian Kurti received a 12- 
month community order and 
was ordered to pay £200 
compensation to the parking 
warden he assaulted after 
appearing at Highgate Magis¬ 
trates’ Court on August 10. 

Other incidents include an 
attendant being threatened 
with a knife, another where a 
car was driven towards a 
group of wardens and several 
involving other physical 
attacks and racial abuse.

A MAN who attacked a prostitute 
in Tottenham and then raped her 
while she was unconscious, has 
been sent to jail for a minimum of 
eight years. 

On December 3 last year, 
unemployed Owen Ali-Balogun, 
of Vartry Road, propositioned the 
43-year-old woman who was 
working in the Seven Sisters area. 
The pair went into a park area in 
Manchester Road. Ali-Balogun 
started to touch the woman and 
when she tried to stop him, struck 
her on the head, knocking her out. 
The 28-year-old then raped her 
while she was unconscious. 

Judge David Rennie, sentenc¬ 
ing Ali-Balogun at Lewes Crown 
Court last Thursday, said Ali- 
Balogun “chose to hurt and 
humiliate her for pleasure” and 
that he had used “over and above 
a serious level of force”. 

The woman woke to find her 
face bleeding and had bruises 
over her back, neck and head. She 


sought help from a passer-by and 
made her way to a friend’s house 
before another friend urged her to 
report the attack to the police. 

Detective Constable Amanda 
Christodoulou, of Haringey’s 
Sapphire Unit, said: “This 
conviction is testament to the 
strength and bravery of the 
woman who came forward and 
gave evidence. This was a cal¬ 
lous, vicious attack and she still 
bears the scars of what this man 
did to her. 

“I feel honoured to have 
worked with such a brave woman 
and hope she can move forward 
with her life, knowing her 
attacker is off the streets.” 

CCTV footage of Ali-Balogun 
was recovered from an off-licence 
he visited before the attack and 
police went on to find clothes at 
his home which matched those 
described by the victim. 

Ali-Balogun was arrested on 
January 14 and will now be 
placed on the Sex Offenders Reg¬ 
ister for life.

Scam leaves 
laptop buyers 
feeling green 

CONMEN have been selling people 
bags of onions and potatoes in place 
of laptop computers in a scam 
uncovered last week around White 
Hart Lane market. 

Illegal DVDs and CDs, counterfeit 
belts and wallets and a card game 
designed to con people out of their 
money, have also been discovered 
in recent weeks by police and 
enforcement officers from Haringey 
Council. They launched two 
operations after complaints from 
residents that illegal traders were 
operating around the market. 

Sergeant George Hawthorne, 
of the White Hart Lane Safer 
Neighbourhood team, said: “We 
urge people to exercise extreme 
caution if they are approached by 
anyone in the street trying to sell 
anything. Even if you do get the 
item you’re paying for, there is 
a real danger that you could be 
buying stolen property, which 
means you could be arrested on 
suspicion of handling stolen goods.” 

Dodgy dealers had been showing 
customers laptops, placing them in 
carrier bags once the sale was agreed 
but then switching it for another bag 
containing just vegetables. Officers 
also found dupers running the Find 
The Lady gambling scam, a trick 
where people are enticed into betting 
money which they inevitably lose. 

The counterfeit goods were seized 
and officers issued two on-the-spot 
fines of £150.

A TEENAGER who gave birth to her son 
just weeks before sitting her A-level 
exams celebrated her results this week, 
saying she had to fit her revision in 
between changing nappies. 

Haringey Sixth Form Centre student 
Jessica Horne is one of thousands of 
teenagers in the borough who got their A- 
level results last week. The 18-year-old 
from Hornsey notched up an A in psy¬ 
chology, B in PE and a D in biology, 
despite giving birth to son Josiah in June. 

“Em really happy about my grades 
although I would have liked to get a bit 
higher in biology,” she said.

Child trafficking 
rings uncovered 

HOMES have been raided as part of a 
London child trafficking investigation. 

Operation Longbridge looked into 
Romanian criminal gangs illegally 
bringing children into the UK to make 
money from benefits. From August 10, 
lawyers, police and prosecutors from 
Romania were flown in to investigate 
children in Haringey, supported by the 
borough’s Safer Neighbourhoods 
teams. Children are also thought to 
have been used to commit crime such 
as begging, theft and pick-pocketing. 

More than 20 children were 
interviewed and 200 people questioned 
on suspicion of exploiting children.

A TEENAGER from Bounds Green has 
completed one of the world’s toughest chal¬ 
lenges, a 100km “death march” in Belgium. 

Some 10,000 people from all over the 
world took part in the challenge which is 
known as the Dodentocht - or death march 
- and renowned for its merciless, rough 
and forested course. Competitors march 
through the night and have to reach the end 
within 24 hours. 

Raja Hannaan Tariq, of Blake Road, suf¬ 
fered blisters and damage to his knee and 
foot while taking part in the gruelling 
annual event in the northern town of 
Bornem on August 14. The 19-year-old 
crossed the finishing line in a time of 19 
hours and 15 minutes after sprinting the last 
2km and drawing cheers from those who 
had gathered to watch. 

Raja said: “I was really nervous the day before and 
just wanted to get it over with. When we got halfway 
I really wanted to quit and was in so much pain. I 
just thought, I can’t do this any more. But I thought 
of my friends and family and remembered I was 
doing it for the challenge. 

“I was walking by myself so I think I was able to 
go a bit faster and I got text messages from my fam¬ 
ily which helped me through.” 

Raja, who will begin training toward a commer¬ 
cial pilot’s licence later this year, played music by 




Michael Jackson through his headphones to urge 
him along and munched on crisps and energy drinks 
to keep up his stamina. He prepared by walking 
around London, including regular trudges from 
Uxbridge to Hyde Park, and took the event’s slogan, 
“walking for a better world”, to heart. 

“I enjoy volunteering, as a play worker and in the 
air cadets, so as soon as I heard about it, this was 
something I really wanted to do,” he explained. 

“My mates all bet that I couldn’t complete it, so 
that spurred me on too.”

Suzette is no stranger to help¬ 
ing others as she works as an 
executive assistant for chil¬ 
dren’s charity NSPCC and has 
volunteered for Breast Cancer 
Campaign before. After limber¬ 
ing up for the race next week, 
she hopes to collect at least 
£200 for the charity which 
funds research into the disease.

The killers of Baby P each launch 
appeal against their jail sentences

THE evil trio behind the death 
of baby Peter Connelly have 
appealed against their sentences. 

This week, the Court of Appeal 
confirmed that Baby Peter’s 
mother, Tracey Connelly, 28, her 
partner Steven Barker, 33, and 
Barker’s brother, 37-year-old 
Jason Owen have all lodged 
appeals against their sentences.

Connelly, Barker and Owen 
were handed down minimum 
prison stretches of five, 12 and 
three years respectively for 
causing or allowing the death of 
the 17-month-old.

F ROM birdwatching to beekeep¬ 
ing, photography to festivals, 
wildlife surveys, nature walks 
and the creation of wildflower 
' meadows, it’s all happening down at 
Tottenham Marshes. 

A hazy August afternoon was the 
perfect time to visit the beautiful, 
100-acre open space just a stone’s 
throw from Tottenham Hale station. It 
is made up of three main areas - 
Clendish Marsh, Wild Marsh West 
and Wild Marsh East - and is much 
cherished by dog-walkers, families, 
ramblers, joggers and cyclists alike. 

But Tottenham Marshes is also fast 
becoming a focus for the study of 
wildlife and nature conservation in 
London - and the gentle but incessant 
buzzing, rustling and chirping com¬ 
ing from all directions as we wan¬ 
dered around suggests this is thriving. 

Established in 2005 to promote the 
marshes as a space for all to enjoy, 
Friends Of Tottenham Marshes has 
grown to have about 110 members

and plays an active role in promoting 
and protecting the unique spot from 
its base in the Waterside Centre at 
Stonebridge Lock. 

“The biodiversity of the area has 
increased quite a lot since we’ve been 
here,” said David Cottridge, wildlife 
photographer and secretary of FOTM. 

“A lot of green spaces and parks in 
London are very manicured. They are 
cut and mowed and are basically 
lawns, like green deserts. 

“They look nice but there is actu¬ 
ally very little there.” 

“Tottenham Marshes is a very 
important spot for dragonflies in 
Britain because they like the insects 
which thrive in wetland areas. We see 


a lot of butterflies, voles, brown rats, 
bats, foxes and we’ve seen signs of 
otters too. Every month we do a bird¬ 
watching survey where we split into 
small groups and count every bird on 
the marsh - we’ve seen stonechats, 
wrynecks, kestrels and woodpeckers. 

“We hold work parties on the first 
Sunday of every month where people 
come along and help out. New volun¬ 
teers are always welcome,” he added. 

Fittingly, the group’s logo is that of 
a black redstart, a small bird which 
has adapted to live in industrial and 
urban areas, and captures the Friends’ 
role as custodians of the marshes and 
all its wildlife. 

I N SEPTEMBER 2006, it set about 
creating a wildflower meadow by 
cutting more dominant vegetation 
in the autumn and allowing plants 
whose seeds were lying dormant in 
the soil to flourish. In place of dense 
swathes of cow parsley, comfrey and 
nettles has sprung a beautiful mix of

wildflowers including rare blue 
orchids, cranesbills, geraniums and 
butterflies’ favourite, field scabious - a 
pretty lilac flower also known as gypsy 
rose, blue button and lady’s pincushion. 

More recently, a garden has been 
established following the principles 
of permaculture - a sustainable and 
stable approach to growing food. And 
amid news of the UK’s bees disap¬ 
pearing at an alarming rate, hives will 
soon be installed nearby to comple¬ 
ment the new wildflowers, and plans 
are also afoot for the creation of a 
large, wetland area featuring lagoons, 
islands and reed beds to attract new 
species. But it is not just plants and 
animals who relish the marshes. 


“We hold festivals, classes and work- , 
shops,” said David, “and Edmonton 
Running Club hold its annual race day 
here. We want to set up new classes, art 
exhibitions and more social events. It is 
actually quite a hub with lots of barges 
passing by in the summer, canoeists 
and people picking blackberries or 
even horseradish. 

“But lots of people who live nearby 
haven’t actually been down to the 
marshes. I think one of the problems 
was when they put Watermead Way 
in - it became a physical and mental 
barrier for people. 

“We’re working hard to create a 
valuable and lasting green space for 
the whole community and need to 
increase our numbers in order to 
realise our plans for the future.”

Danger zone: A bomb squad unit’s work makes gripping viewing 


The Hurt Locker (15)

THE war in Iraq has provided a fruit¬ 
ful source of inspiration for film¬ 
makers. 

Many have merely used it as an 
excuse for a lot of special effects, 
over-the-top action and big names 
and - on the face of it - The Hurt 
Locker could be just that; especially 
at the sight of Guy Pearce (Sergeant 
Matt Thompson) in the opening 
scene. But his appearance is no 
more than a cameo, and a good 
one at that, in a film that very much 
seeks to showcase lesser-known 
talent: the three protagonists Staff 
Sergeant William James (Jeremy 
Renner), Sergeant Sanborn 
(Anthony Mackie) and Specialist 
Owen Eldridge (Brian Geraghty). 

What distinguishes The Hurt 
Locker from most films based on 
the Iraq war is its in-depth insight 
on a very specific subject matter - 
the near suicidal work of the army’s 
bomb squad, or Explosive Ord¬ 
nance Disposal (EOD) crew. 

Responsible for disarming road¬ 
side bombs on the streets of Bagh¬ 
dad, while not knowing whether the 
watchful eyes of nearby Iraqis are 
innocent bystanders or insurgents 


ready to detonate at any moment, 
certainly calls for a war film at its 
most gripping and suspenseful. 

At least this was what scriptwriter 
Mark Boal perceived when he spent 
several weeks as a journalist fol¬ 
lowing a US Army bomb squad in 
Baghdad in 2004. His experiences 
lend the film a realism that would 
otherwise have been absent. 

The film’s focus is largely based 
around the reckless bravery of Staff 
Sergeant James. Plot-wise it is not 
much more than a series of bomb 
“missions” played one after another, 


although away from the action there 
are scenes showing surprisingly 
detailed character studies. 

James and Sergeant Sanborn are 
both alpha-males of a different 
stock; the former has little regard to 
protocol. On the other hand Spe¬ 
cialist Owen Eldridge is the impres¬ 
sionable youth split on deciding 
which of his two mentors has the 
better way of doing things. But he 
soon comes to realise that in his line 
of work it doesn’t matter who you 
are - bombs don’t discriminate.

Spicy Chicken Liver Tortilla 
(serves 4-6) 

250g fresh chicken livers 
2cm fresh ginger, finely chopped 
4 garlic cloves, finely chopped 
large green chilli, finely chopped 
1 tsp each of: ground turmeric, 
ground cumin, coriander powder 
1 lemon, juiced, 2 tbsp oil 
3 tbsp fresh coriander, chopped 
1 tbsp fresh mint, chopped 
lOOg onion, thinly sliced 
1 packet flour tortillas 
200ml natural yoghurt 

1. Clean chicken livers and dice. 

2. Mix ginger, garlic, chilli, turmeric, 
cumin, lemon juice and salt, add 
chicken livers and thoroughly coat. 

3. Heat oil to smoking in a large 
heavy-bottomed frying pan, add 
the livers, toss or stir very gently. 

4. Cook for 4-5 minutes, until 
brown on outside, pink on inside. 
Add coriander and mint, check 
seasoning, adding lemon if you like 
and serve in a warm centre dish. 

5. Have ready dishes of yoghurt, 
onion, coriander, mint, small jug of 
lime juice and a plate of hot tortilla. 

6. Allow guests to fill own tortilla, 
adding sliced onion, tossed with 
coriander, mint and lime juice, on 
bottom, liver along the centre, 
yoghurt over the liver and roll.

IN-FORM LENNON 
SENDS SPURS TOP

AARON LENNON continued his push for an 
England place by scoring the winning goal in 
Tottenham Hotspur’s 2-1 victory over West Ham 
United on Sunday. 

With Theo Walcott injured and Shaun Wright- 
Phillips in indifferent form, Lennon picked the 
perfect time to impress watching England man¬ 
ager Fabio Capello. 

His goal, a sharply taken left-foot curler, was 
just reward for a composed performance by the 
22-year-old winger, who kept West Ham left- 
back Jonathan Spector on the back foot for the 
entire 90 minutes. 

More importantly, the 79th-minute finish 
secured a third league win on the bounce for 
Harry Redknapp’s Tottenham side, following 
Wednesday’s impressive 5-1 mauling of Hull City 
and restoring their position at the top of the 
Premier League table. 

Redknapp was full of praise for his side, 
although he refused to get carried away despite 
their perfect start to the season. 

“It’s early doors and a great start but that’s all,” 
Redknapp said after Sunday’s victory. “We have 
got some hard games. It will be interesting to see 
how we shape up.” 

Indeed, the prospect of fixtures against 
Manchester United and Chelsea in the coming 
weeks makes the derby win even more important. 

Wednesday’s victory had seen Jermain Defoe 
net his first hat-trick in Tottenham colours, and 
the England man was on the scoresheet again 
against his former club at Upton Park, latching 
on to a loose pass from West Ham striker Carlton 
Cole to fire home the equaliser. 

He was replaced in stoppage time by debutant 
Kyle Naughton, who will have been pleased to 
make a winning start to his Tottenham career. 

Defoe is in top form for club and country, and 
will look to build on his recent brace against 
Holland by lining up for Capello’s side when they 
take on Slovenia and Croatia in September. 

Another of Spurs’ international contingent, 
goalkeeper Heurelho Gomes, will hope to be fit 
for Brazil’s games against Argentina and Chile 
after missing Sunday’s outing with the thigh 
injury he sustained against Hull. 

Next up for Tottenham is a trip to the Keepmoat 
Stadium tonight, where they face Doncaster 
Rovers in the Carling Cup.
